FDA Bans Lozenges 
ANTIBIOTICS 
CLAIMS HIT 


... Stocked Supplies Still Sold 


Washington on—The Food and Drug Administration or- 


dered Tuesday an end to the manufacture of hundreds of 
antibiotic lozenges and other antibiotic preparations, on 
grounds they are not effective against sore throats as claimed 
in labeling. 


An FDA spokesman s a i d 


the order applies to at least 
250 products sold under some 
500 trade names by more than 
70 manufacturers. They bring 
an estimated $25 million in 
s a l e s annually at retail 
counters. 


For some products the or- 


der is effective immediately, 
and there is no appeal except 
through the courts. Manufac- 
turers of the others have 30 
days to raise any valid ob- 
jection and ask for a public 
hearing by the FDA. 


Stocks Can Be Used 


However, since no question 


of danger is involved, an FDA 
spokesman 
said 
drugstores 


and manufacturers of the an- 
tibiotic lozenges and prepar- 
ation may use up stocks on 
hand w h i c h already have 
FDA approval. 


"No recall of the product 


is planned," the .spokesman 
said. 


No list of the products af- 


fected was available, but the 
spokesman said "Sucrets" is 
one of the market leaders. 
The FDA order said some of 
the lozenges and other anti- 
biotic preparations found to 
lack substantial evidence of 
effectiveness have been In use 
for up to 15 years. 


However, m a n y non-pre- 


scription lozenges with t h e 
same brand names as anti- 
biotic lozenges may remain on 
the market because although 
they contain a local anesthe- 
tic such as benzocaine, they 
have no antibiotic. That is as 
long as the FDA feels they 
do what their labels promise. 


Other Products 


The possibility of crack- 


downs on other products was 
raised by FDA Commission- 
er J a m e s L. Goddard. He 
said his agency is continuing 
to review the efficacy of sev- 
eral antibiotic ointments, de- 
odorants, sprays and o t h e r 
preparations. 


Unless substantial evidence 


is found for their effective- 
ness, Goddard said, they also 
will be ordered off the mar- 
ket. 


The actions are being taken 


under 1962 Kefauver-Harris 
drug law amendments. They 
require that all antibiotic pro- 
ducts for human use have 
FDA approval for both safe- 
ty and efficacy and be subject 
to certification of each batch. 


Before 1962, the batch-by- 


batch check for safety and 
efficacy applied to five anti- 


biotics — penicillin, strcp- 
t o m y c i n, chlortetracyc- 
line. chloramphenicol a n d 
bacitracin. But other antibio- 
tics introduced into the mar- 
ket before 1962 came under a 
procedure 
for 
new 
drugs 


which required only that safe- 
ty be shown before the pro- 
duct could be marketed. 


One Brand Affected 


In New York, a spokesman 


for Merck and Co., which 
makes Sucrets, said there are 
three lozenges with that name, 
but that only one of them 
could "possibly be subject" to 
the FDA ruling. 


The spokesman said the 


lozenges are sold as regular, 
children's and antibiotic su- 
crets, the last one being the 
only one containing an anti- 
biotic and that one also be- 
ing the poorest seller of the 
three.

Saigon, Viet Nam W) — U.S. 


warplanes raked North Viet 
Nam with a record assault 
of several hundred sorties in 
the 24-hour period ended at 
dawn Tuesday, an American 
spokesman announced. F o u r 
planes were lost in wide- 
spread raids. 


Pilots said they blasted a 


surface-to-air missile site 80 
miles south of Hanoi and set 
off mushrooming explosions 
and smoke clouds rising to 
4,000 feet at the Son La oil 
storage, area, 130 miles west 
of the Red capital. 


R o a d s , railways, ferries 


and bridges, from the south- 
ern panhandle to the R e d 
River Valley northwes t of 
Hanoi, wire among other tar- 
gets in 53 missions flown by 
U.S. Air Force and Navy pi- 
lots. 


Air operations south of the 


border included a strike by 
U.S. B52s from Guam at 
what was described as a Viet 
Cong mil'tary headquarters 
35 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The spokesman said t h r e e 
communist 
regiments 
had 


been spotted in that sector of 
Binh Duong province since 
Jan. 1.

off. 


Operation Utah, in w h i c h 


U.S. Marines and South Viet- 
namese t r o o p s crushed a 
N o r t h Vietnamese regular 
regiment in a four-day fight 
northwest of Quang Ngai City 
was terminated with the body 
count of enemy dead at 634. 


T h e Marines counted 360 


enemy killed and four cap- 
tured; the South Vietnamese 
274 kll1 d and 20 captured. The 
allied forces estimated t h e y 
actually slew 1,200 Reds and 
that the others were carried 
away along with communist 
wounded. Over-all casualties 
of the 6,000-man allied task 
force were called light. 


However. Marines wounded 


in the battle make up many 
of the 240 patients b e i n g 
t r e a t e d in air-conditioned 
wards aboard the U.S. hospi- 
tal ship Repose, which is an- 
chored in the South C h i n a 
Sea. 


The exact number of sor-

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Job Corps Shot Down 


Future Wfll

There ere some things about which you 


can never be sure and the Lincoln decision 
turning down • Job Corps for the soon-to- 
be-abandoned Lincoln Air Force Base is In 
that category. By far, the heaviest respon- 
sibility falls upon Mayor Dean Peterscn be- 
leause he Is the only elected public official 
Involved in the decision. Others involved 
are citizens appointed by the mayor to serve 
in an advisory capacity and the difference 
(s significant. 
- 
It Is one thing to be an advisor and 


'another thing to have to make a final de- 


cision. So many con- 
siderations go into the 
decision the city has 
made that it is impos- 
sible to conclude firm- 


ly that we have mode a mistake or have 
shown wisdom. In a very simplified way, 
the answer is likely to come in the future. 
If the mayor and his team of advisors, 
which includes a heavy Chamber of Com- 
merce influence, secure another productive 
use for the base, then one can take little 
argument with them. If, however, the base 
BOW sits empty and unoccupied, demanding 
« substantial tax outlay for maintenance, 
the mayor and his advisors have made a 
costly mistake. 


That may be a tough standard of mea- 


surement but It Is the only way in all hon- 
esty that we can sec the situation. The 
answer will not be long In coming. It could 
come at any time In the form of an an- 
nouncement that some activity has been 
secured for use of a substantial part of 
the base land and buildings. 


If not this way. It will come in August 


when the city has to face the facts of a new 
budget. By. then it probably will have the 
base and buildings and be facing the mat- 
ter of their maintenance. If at that time 
a tax levy is Inevitable, the decision against 
the Job Corps will look like a very sour 
one. 


* 
The entire issue is one loaded with un- 


certainties. The city is not certain that it 
will land anything for the base. It is hope- 
ful that it will and the mayor has spoken 
in very optimistic terms on this subject. 
As yet, however, the city is not even in full 
possession of much of the land and build- 
logs that are a part of the base. The 
land Is owned by the city but under a 99- 
year lease to the government. Some of the 
old World War II buildings are owned by 
the city but later and better structures are 
the property of the government. Again, it 
Is believed that the city will have no real 
difficulty in acquiring the now excess gov- 
ernment buildings and in securing owner- 
ship rights on the land free of any federal 
lease. 


As to the Job Corps itslef, It, too, was

full of uncertainties. The mayor has said 
that the Job Corps would preclude use of the 
flight line for commercial customers. This, 
however, Is not (he certainty that the may- 
or claims. Negotiations with the Office of 
Economic Opportunity were not complet- 
ed and just exactly how and where a Job 
Corps would have been accommodated can- 
not be so flutly and uncquivocably stated 
by anyone. It is a fact, too, that any single 
use of the bate will preclude the use of the 
same space and facilities by someone else. 
It Is rather obvious that no two operations 
can use the same facilities at the same 
time. If one Industry is landed for the base, 
that will preclude landing another one for 
the same area. While this Is obvious, its 
significance In connection with the Job 
Corps Isn't too apparent. 


* 
It is possible, of course, that negotia- 


tions with the Job Corps would have ended 
with the operation's insisting on flight line 
facilities that are prime assets for other 
developments. Apparently, the mayor and 
his advisory group felt that there was little, 
if any, question that this would be the 
case. 


Also, there is a question of extended 


maintenance that could work in behalf of 
the city's decision against the Job Corps. 
The Job Corps might well have ended up 
paying nothing for use of the land and build- 
ings it occupied. Thus, from that operation 
the city might not have netted anything 
with which to maintain runways and other 
facilities at the base. 


If a commercial operation is found for 


the base, it is assumed the operation will 


pay a reasonable rent- 
al on whatever l a n d 
and buildings it needs, 
income with which to 
meet 
maintenance 


costs at the base. As to permanence, the 
city woud be more unsure of the Job Corps 
than it would of a private commercial 
operation. The Job Corps might have lasted 
three years and it might have gone on in- 
definitely: no one knows. An industry is 
seldom of guaranteed permanence, cither, 
but most would be more reliable on this 
score than a Job Corps. 


Some will put on the asset side of the 


city's decision the elimination of any pos- 
sible social consequences of the Job Corps 
but this is a highly debatable matter. On the 
loss side is an annual payroll of $4 million 
to $5 million and an annual operating budg- 
et of some $7 million. This is the closest 
thing to a certainty in the whole business. 
It is an economic loss to Lincoln and the 
responsibility for its replacement now 
weighs heavily upon the mayor and his ad- 
visors. Final judgment in the matter should 
be delayed but it most assuredly will be 
made.

Basketball players at Nebraska might 


well have suffered at one time from an 
Inferiority complex. Not so today. With the 
coming of Bob Devaney, football fortunes 
soared so high that other sports were left in 
the dust 


Football has a naturally large following 


to begin with. Given a winning team, the 
game all but monopolizes the entire sports 
scene. Certainly, basketball had a hard time 
of it maintaining itself with the so-so sea- 
sons of the past couple years. 


This year, however, Coach Joe Ciprl- 


ano put together an aggregation that made 
the fans forget about football for awhile. 
He did it with a group of young men who 
were not supposed to get very far. 


No one picked the Huskers even to finish 


in the first division in the Big Eight race. 


But the Huskers started off winning and 
hardly ever stopped. By only a narrow mar- 
gin, they missed the championship and fin- 
ished well ahead of the rest of the pack 
in second place. 


It was a team that never knew when 


to quit, a team that always hustled and a 
team that played well together. They ac- 
complished what they did with hard work 
and sacrifice, along with their individual 
abilities. 


The 1966 University of Nebraska bas- 


ketball season was the best in many years 
and one that will not soon be forgotten. To 
Coach Cipriano and all members of the 
squad should go a big round of applause 
and sincere congratulations on a fine bas- 
ketball season. 


Colorado Pressure Group 


Nebraska remains singularly free of 


emerging organizations outside the two 
principal political parties. 


But some years ago Minnesota fused 


the interests of the Democratic party with 
those of labor and the farmer to bring forth 
a new major party, the DFL. It has dom- 
inated Minnesota ever since. 


Now Colorado has a new political pow- 


er group in the process of organizing. It 
,1s being made up of the Farmers Union, 
elderly pensioners and racial minorities, 
mainly Negro and Spanish. There are not 
enough of such to replace either the Re- 
publican or Democratic party, but com- 
bined they would form a pressure group 
that neither major party could ignore nor 
satisfy with a little election year alien- 
ion. The early meeings of the group have 
been well attended. The effect of an ulti- 
mate coalition is still speculative. 


There are inherent weaknesses in such 


groups. One is the members have but one 
thing in common, namely a conviction of 
being disadvantaged. That, in itself, is not 
sufficient a base for a political party. A 
second weakness is in leadership, a third 
is in lack of adequate financing. Success- 
ful political parties must be bound together 
on a broad base philosophy entering into 
all phases of public life. 


The best answer to the Colorado move- 


ment lies within the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. They should be more sincere 
in their promises to relieve the disadvan- 
taged. Token support of any cause is inef- 
fective. There is more to politics than pick- 
ing up a bag of votes on empty promises. 


Certainly the ills of the disadvantaged 


deserve sincere attention. It is always bad 
politics to think and act otherwise. 


Ellis Island Memorial 


Years ago, Ellis Island, in the New 


York Harbor, was the gateway to America 


for 16 million immigrants. 


The 28 acre island, in the shadow of the 


famed Statue of Liberty, contained the great 
Victorian buildings where the immigrants 
were processed and then passed on to the 
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mainland to be absorbed in the ever grow- 
ing United States, the land of the free and 
the home of the brave. 


Many a Nebraskan has a forebear who 


passed through the Ellis Island halls. 


Immigration began to be restricted af- 


ter the 1920's and Ellis Island lost Its sig- 
nificance. Later it was closed. The wilder- 
ness began to take over and the buildings, 
now empty, began to decay. 


It marked the end of a great era. The 


United States no longer beckoned to the 
world's poor and weary. It was bursting at 
the seams with people. The great light that 
fostered the hopes of so many of the world's 
millions was going out. The great oppor- 
tunity for so many buoyed on hope was end- 
ing. Those who had come through EUis Is- 
land rewarded the country immensely. 


Now after all these years it is comfort- 


ing to know that Ellis Islairi and all that 
it has stood for will not disappear. Last 
week work was started to preserve the 
shells of the two largest structures. Lesser 
buildings will be eliminated. The island will 
become a park and a great circular me- 
morial will be erected. The work will take 
8 to 10 years. Congress has already ap- 
propriated $6 million, or almost half the 
cost. 


All Americans will be pleased to learn 


of this permanent memorial and will be 
forever grateful that there was such a fine 
mass migration.

Russians Think 
Hanoi Should Talk 


WASHINGTON — Though 


Fulbright, Morse and the 
Senate d o v e s have been 
blasted for giving the world 
a picture of American divi- 
sion on Viet Nam, U.S. in- 
telligence from Moscow indi- 
cates this has helped the 
cause of peace. 


The Russians have been 


diagnosing the Senate debate 
and telling their friends in 
North Viet Nam that now is 
the time to sit down at the 
conference table. 


U.S. 
intelligence, w h i c h 


has been quite accurate re. 
garding communist w o r l d 
developments, has reported 
that the Russians regard the 
split between Johnson and 
the Senate doves to be genu- 
ine. They believe that it has 
set a mood in the United 
States in which we are much 
more likely to negotiate fa- 
vorably regarding peace — 
than if the war continues. 


If the war continues, the 


United States will harden and 
prospects of a conciliatory 
attitude toward North Viet 
Nam will vanish. 


Therefore, the time to sit 


down at the conference table, 
warn the Russians, is right 
now. 


U.S. intelligence also re- 


ports that there arc some 
government leaders in Hanoi 
who agree with the Russians. 
The pro-Chinese f a c t i o n , 
however, docs not. 


There is no indication as 


yet what the result of all this 
will be. However, observers 
agree that the Russian diag- 
nosis is correct. Once the 
United States suffers heavy 


war casualties, public opinion 
will demand all-out surren- 
der by North Viet Nam.

Yet it w a s characteristic 
that the cards w h i c h he 
chose to s e n d this past 
Christmas carried this sim- 
ple and dignified 
affirma- 


tion: "There is only one man 
in the world, and his name 
is ALL MEN." All men were 
his concern, and he pitied 
mankind the ignorance and 
folly, the cruelty and injus- 
tice which it inflicts upon it- 
self 


Mr. Davis possessed a pro- 


found and illimitable intel- 
lect; his zestful 
pursuit of 


learning ( a n d the untem- 
percd delight which he took 
in it), especially in history 
and in literature, enriched 
everyone who knew him. Out 
of his virile and searching 
concourse with the greatest 
minds in our recorded his- 
tory came convictions too 
powerful to be held lightly 
and, at the same time, a 
modesty too genuine to ex- 
pect assent to his opinions. 


Whatever h u m a n spirit 


may be, the friends of W. T. 
Davis saw it and sensed it 
abundantly in him. They saw 
enlightenment, too, and hon- 
esty and dignity and com- 
mitment.

"I'm not sure the Idea Is 


for everybody, but it sure 
hat been swell for me." 


Dr. G. Keith Dolan, 38, prin- 


cipal of San Bernardino High, 
had his big metal desk trans- 
ported to the school basement 
two months ago. 


This l e f t him with six 
chairs, a telephone, a dictat- 
ing machine, a filing cabinet, 
a bookcase—and a lot of in- 
formality. 


Practices Preaching 


"For years," he says, "I've 


preached that school princi- 
pals should get out into t h e 
school more as 
adminis- 


trators and not get stuck be- 
hind a desk. 


"Then I realized I was fall- 


ing into the same pattern of 
being stuck behind a desk 
and decided the only snc- 
ceisful way to handle the 
problem was to get rid of the 
desk." 


Sessions with the principal 


now are so informal that 
sometimes participants sit on 
the floor. 


Dolan, who got his doctor- 


ate of philosophy in school 
g u i d a n c e and counseling, 
says: 


"I don't like to have a desk 


between myself and another 
person. It's a kind of psycho- 
logical symbol of authority 
that bothers some people— 
and me. 


At Ease Now 


"Both students and faculty 


members have told me t h e y 
feel a lot more at ease now. 
We sit down and converse, 
rather than my grilling them 


Another advantage, he says, 


Is an end to paper-shuffling: 


"I have an 'in' basket and 


an 'out' basket. I try to g e t 
all the sutff from one basket 
to the other by the end of each 
day. With no desk, I don't 
make big piles of it as I used 
to do." 


Dolan spends much of Ii i s 


day visiting classrooms "to 
evaluate and help upgrade 
the teaching program. I can't 
do it sitting in here." 


He is in his sixth year as 


principal at the school, which 
has a staff fo 120 and an en- 
rollment of 3,100. 
New Dimes, 
Half Dollars 
Coming Soon 


Washington (UPI) — Those 


new silvcrless dimes and Ken- 
nedy half dollars with only 
40% silver will go into circu- 
lation this week, the treasury 
announced Tuesday. 


The new coins, minted to 


case the drain on the treas- 
ury's dwindling silver stock- 
pile, will join the sllverles* 
quarter that has been In cir- 
culation since November. 


Some banks may not gel the 


new dimes and half-dollars 
right away because Federal 
Reserve Banks will 
follow 


their usual practice of de- 
livering coins only to banks 
that need tiiem, the treasury 
said. 


The so-called 
"sandwich" 


construction is designed to 
make the new coins work as 
well as silver coins in the na- 
tion's millions of coin-oper- 
ated vending machines. 


The new half-dollar is near- 


ly indistinguishable from the 
old 50-cent piece. 


All three new coins are 


dated 1965 to discourage 
hoarding. The treasury said 
there were no plans to with- 
draw the old silver coins from 
circulation.

place the game in jeopardy. 


However, South made the 


contrac' 
w i t h o u t much 


trouble. He won the king of 
diamonds with the ace and 
played the queen of hearts 
at trick two. West took the 
heart with the ace a n d 


cashed the queen 
of di- 


amonds, but there were then 
no more tricks for the de- 
fense. 


Actually, South could have 


made six hearts, if pressed. 
He could have finessed the 
jack of spades at trick two, 
cashed the ace, entered dum- 
my with a club, and disposed 
of the jack of diamonds on 
the king of spades. His only 
loser would then have been 
a trump. 


This would have been a 


foolish 
ay to play the hand 


with the contract being five 
hearts, but at six hearts, 
South would have had to 
play that way. 


At the second table, the 


South player also got to five 
hearts, though on a different 
sequence 
of bids. But lie 


went down one at this table 
when he made an error in 
the play. 


West led the king of di- 


amonds, which dummy took 
with the ace. But now, in- 
stead of leading the queen 
of hearts, as the previous 
declarer had done. S o u t h 
played a low heart to t li e 
king.

Proving Several Points 


When Nebraska's basketball team pummeled Oklahoma 


State in the season finale Monday night, they completed 
the second most successful season in Cornhusker cage 
annals. 


But the}* also did more than that. If a word-eating 


fete were staged for all those who would have to back 
track on thoughts they had about the Huskers at various 
points of the season, you couldn't get them all In the NU 
Coliseum at the same time. 


This Joe Ciprlano-coached club proved itself in numer- 


ous ways in addition to the obvious one of being the 
best Nebraska team ever. And even the old-timers will 
admit that this team was better than the 1919-20 team 
that won 22 and lost two. 


No Fluke In Tourney 


The No. 1 theory they wiped out was the contention 


that they finished second to Kansas in the Big Eight 
Tournament simply because they were in a cream-puff 
bracket. 


Tourney pairings can often give false impressions of 


strength if scedlngs are not used and there were many 
basketball fans throughout the Big Eight who felt the 
only way the Huskers finished second was by the pairings. 


But this theory fell through when NU repeated 


through the tough 14-game conference campaign as run- 
ner-up to Kansas. That couldn't be a fluke. 


Fold-Up Coming 


The next theory to be advanced that if the Huskers 


lost to Kansas in their rematch at Lawrence, the NU cag- 
ers could easily fold and lose the next three games 
against Kansas State, Colorado, and Oklahoma State. 


They scratched that premise within 72 hours when 


they rebounded from the Kansas loss to smash Kansas 
State at the NU Coliseum. 


This was a credit to the character of the coaching 


staff and the team. The folding theory had basis from 
history since many teams have done just what some pre- 
dicted the Huskers would do. But the Huskers apparently 
had been neglecting their history assignments. 


O-Stafe As Criterion 


Then there were those who concluded that Kansas 


was a far superior team to Nebraska because the Jay- 
hawks had scored more than 80 points against Oklahoma 
State. 


"No team scores more than 80 points against a Hank 


Ibu-coachcd team," some were saying. 


No one will argue that Kansas is a superior team 


to the Huskers. But that conclusion has to be based on a 
two-to-one edge in direct combat for the Jayhawks since 
the Huskers showed Monday night in the 85-64 win that 
they, too, could score more than 80 against Hank Iba. 


Difference 
Between 1st And 2nd 


The difference between the Huskers finishing second 


and finishing in a tie for first with Kansas is .072 percentage 
points, the difference between a 13-1 record and a 12-2 
record. 


But looking at it from another angle, you could also 


say it was .180 percentage points, the difference between 
oC^r that Colorado shot Saturday night in dumping the 
Huskers and the 389t> they shot Monday night in losing 
to Kansas. 


A saying in sports goes, "No one ever remembers who 


finishes second." This year's Nebraska team likely will 
also prove that theory wrong. It may be several years 
before Nebraska fans forget about the 1955-66 Husker 
basketball team.

Naturally, Casey was n o t 


lost for words. 


Surrounded by Mets, base-

A few footruies may help to

First,; under no circum- 


slancesj deal with a crook. 
You can eliminate the wicked 
easily.if you check with your 
local Better Business Bureau 
or 'with an officer of your lo- 
cal bank. If the banker lacks 
inforniation, be has facilities 
for-getting it through his cor- 
respondent bank In the finan- 
cial centers. These Institutions 
in turn can supplement their 
own files by consulting the fi- 
nancial services, such as Bish- 
op's who keep tabs on the mor- 
als and methods of security 
vendors. 


Secondly, in selecting pro- 


fessional advisers, you can 
eliminate the chaff from the 
wheat by finding out through 
the Investment Counsel Asso- 
ciation of America, 49 Park 
Avenue, New York, N.Y., if a 
firm is a member. The asso- 
ciation is selective. This does 
not mean that those accepted 
for membership will guar- 
antee to enrich you. Like the 
stockbroker, the counsellor 
acts for your account and 
risk. Investment is risk-taking 
—not a riskless adventure. 
An experienced adviser can 
suggest methods of balancing 
a fund and diversification of 
hazards. 


Thirdly, if your competence 
is too small to justify a large 
annual professional fee, you 
can get such counsel indirect- 
ly through acquiring "finan- 
cial packages of conveni- 
ence," including open-end and 
closed-end investment com- 
pany shares, and participa- 
tions in common trust funds 
operated by fiduciary institu- 
tions (trust companies and 
banks).

F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission Tuesday issued 
formal regulations governing 
the nation's 1,600 Community 
Antenna Television 
(CATV) 


systems. 


The new rules, most of them 


effective April 18, back up the 
FCC's controversial order of 
Feb. 15 placing virtually all 
of the booming CATV Indus- 
try under federal regulation. 


The House Commerce Com- 


mittee plans full hearings in- 
to the entire issue and what 
role the FCC should play. 


CATV picks up television 


signals from the air and re- 
lays t h e m by cable into 
homes, where viewers pay an 
average $5 a month for the 
privilege of getting a general- 
ly clearer signal and greater 
variety of programs. 


One FCC regulation Issued 


Tuesday 
would • affect bur- 


geoning CATV operations in 
big population areas already 
served by one or more "net- 
work stations. 


It imposed a temporary 


freeze on CATV expansion in- 
to the 100 biggest television 
markets in the country, where 
the industry believes 90% of 


its potential revenues is lo- 
cated. 


To enter such an area, or 


to extend its signal if already 
operating there, a CATV sys- 
tem would have to apply for 
an FCC hearing. Subscribers 
as of Feb. 15 would not be 
affected. 


In an elaboration of its ear- 


lier d.jision. the FCC ruled 
that a local television station 
must give a CATV system at 
least eight days' notice of a 
program it docs not want dup- 
licated the same day by a 
CATV-rclayed signal from a 
distant area.

The bill would create 10 


Judgeships in t h e circuit 
courts, four of them tempo- 
rary. The estimated cost is 
$4,140,000, including salaries 
of $33,000 a year for circuit 
judges and of $30,000 for dis- 
trict judges.
